Colonel Lewis 
cannot pay these deserved premiums because 
there has been no provision made for them 
The custom heretofore has always been for 
the society to pay them. But under the con- 
tract with the Atlanta City Council, the soci 
ety is estopped with the issue of the provided 
premiums. 

That they should be paid understood 
The future prospects of the soclety, the suc 
ceas of future Fairs, good faith, and the ne 
ceasity of giving satisfaction, all require their 
payment. 

As the matter now rests with our City 
Council, we take the liberty of offering 1» 
practical suggestion. 

Quite a number of the premiums offered 
were not taken, because there were no entrics 
to compete for them, and, therefore, quite o 
quantity of silver is left over. 

Now it would be a good idea for the City 
Council tv authorize this residue of premium 
ware, to be devoted to paying these recom- 
mended premiums that are unpaid, and if 
there is any small amount lacking to pay out, 
for the City Council to make it up. 

Let the custom or the Society be carried 
out, so that people who have good things out- 
side of these in the premium lists, may be en- 
couraged to bring them to our Pairs. Let ne 
discouragement be thrown on those matters 
of vital importance.
